For the information of delegates to 
the annual meeting of the National 
Tuberculosis Association in Cincin- 
nati May 14 to 17, we publish below 
a table giving the railroad fares and 
Pullman costs from representative 
cities in various parts of the United 
States. Some of the eastern railroads 
may reduce their regular one way 
fares. Accordingly, it is suggested that 
you consult your local ticket agent 
before buying transportation, in order 
to make sure you obtain the lowest 
rate possible. 

To secure the round trip conven- 
tion fare on the certificate plan, which 
amounts to fare and one-third, the 
purchaser of the ticket should ob- 
serve the following rules: 

1. Be sure to ask for a certificate when 
you buy your ticket and see to it that the 
certificate is properly filled in and signed 
in the spaces designated by you and the 
ticket agent. There is no charge for the 
certificate. 

2. Be sure to turn in your certificate at 
the registration desk in Cincinnati when 
you register for the annual meeting. This 


Railroad Fares to Cincinnati 
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certificate when validated, entitles you to 
one-third fare for the return trip. Your 
going fare to Cincinnati will be at the 
full one way rate as indicated in the 
table below. 

3. All persons attending the meeting 
are entitled to a certificate if you come 
from a distance where the railroad fare 
is 75c or more. Since we must secure 150 
certificates in order to qualify for the 
reduced rate, we urge everyone to get a 
certificate whether you expect to use it 
or not. 

4. Please note that the certificate plan 
is applicable only when you return by the 
same route by which you came to Cin- 
cinnati. 

5. Tickets on the certificate plan may 
be purchased from May 10 to May 16 and 
arrangements have been made for vali- 
dation by the special agent on May 15, 
16 and 17. You will be entitled up to and 
including May 21 to purchase a return 
ticket which will be good for return pas- 
sage to reach original starting point 
within 30 days in addition to date of sale 
of going ticket. 


6. You cannot receive the reduced fare 


for the return trip unless you secure a 
certificate at the time you purchase your 
going ticket.

Word has just been received of the 
death, due to coronary thrombosis, on 
March 14 of Frederic Edwards, executive 
secretary of the Hampden County Tuber- 
culosis Association at Springfield, Mass. 
Mr. Edwards was 55 years of age and 
had been connected with the tuberculosis 
movement for the last fifteen years. He 
is survived by his wife. 

Hon. Peter Cantline of Newburgh has 
been appointed chairman of the State 
Committee on Tuberculosis and Public 
Health of the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation to succeed the late George F. 
Canfield, who had been chairman of the 
Committee since its creation in 1907. He 
is a member of the Board of Managers 
of the State Charities Aid Association, as 
well as of the Executive Committee of 
the State Committee on Tuberculosis and 
Public Health. 

The General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs has recently distributed its new 
“Community Health Study Outline” and 
new “Cancer Education Program” 
throughout the country. The object is to 
inform club women regarding the health 
personnel, services, problems, and needs 
so that they may give better cooperation 
and help promote more efficient service. 
Each club woman has been asked to con- 
tribute ten cents annually toward a fund 
to further public education in cancer. 

The Joint Committee of the American 
Association of Social Workers and Social 
Work Publicity Council has recently 
issued three bulletins on interpreting the 
social worker to the public.

The Hartford Council of Social Agen- 
cies and the Hartford Tuberculosis and 
Health Society held a health institute 
January 11 with over 150 in attendance. 
Not only school nurses and social and 
tuberculosis workers, but various lay 
groups were present and included twenty- 
six Hartford organizations, five state 
groups, and fifty-one cities and towns in 
the state. 


Purchases of Automobiles 


The “Fleet User’s Agreement” that 
has been in effect the past three years 
between General Motors Corpora- 
tion, The Ford Motor Company, and 
the N. T. A. expired on March 1 
and will not be renewed. The volume 
of reported purchases has never been 
sufficient to earn the refund provided 
‘and now, under the N.R.A. code, the 
initial discount has been discontinued. 


Social Workers Recommend 


Sponsored by the American Asso- 
ciation of Social Workers, more than 
200 delegates from local chapters of 
the association attended the confer- 
ence in Washington on February 16 
and 17 to discuss “governmental ob- 
jectives for social work.” They paid 
tribute to Congress and the Adminis- 
tration for developing for the first 
time a national system of aid to fami- 
lies and made recommendations look- 
ing towards a permanent program of 
governmental welfare services in fu- 
ture. The Conference opposed the 
demobilization and determination of 
the civil works program on May 1 
unless some better plan is announced 
as a substitute. The recommendations 
favored a national system of welfare 
services to insure people against the 
hazards of economic and social life. 
To achieve this program the Con- 
ference recommended financial and 
administrative participation of fed- 
eral, state and local government ; sub- 
stitution of modern social welfare 
legislation for antiquated poor laws; 
abolition of residence requirements 
now necessary before needy persons 
can receive help; and properly equip- 
ped social workers selected through 
the merit system. As a means of 
securing funds for such a program the 
Conference recommended changes in

Essentials for. Control 
of Tuberculosis 


At a recent meeting in New York 
State, Mr. George J. Nelbach, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the State Com- 
mittee on Tuberculosis and Public 
Health, listed the following factors as 
essential to further progress in the 
prevention of tuberculosis: ‘‘(1) more 
complete segregation of tuberculosis 
patients in hospitals; (2) better pro- 
tection and the building of physical 
resistance to disease on the part of 
those, especially children, who have 
been in continuous contact with active 
tuberculosis cases; (3) the continua- 
tion of eftorts for the discovery and 
treatment of tuberculosis in children; 
(+) the continuation of efforts against 
the dangers of infection of human 
beings from cattle tuberculosis; (5) 
improving the general standards of 
living, particularly in regard to nu- 
trition; (6) the creation of county 
health units, under the direction of 
full-time trained health commission- 
ers, in place of present system of part- 
time local health officers in villages, 
towns and small cities; (7) additional 
emphasis in medical practice on the 
prevention of disease; (8) continued 
cooperation of governmental health 
authorities and voluntary public 
health organizations.” 


taxation methods. Other recommen- 
dations included immediate substitu- 
tion of cash relief for relief in kind; 
methods of utilizing surplus food pro- 
ducts to replace distribution to fami- 
lies on relief. The Conference en- 
dorsed the program of the FER.A for 
caring for transients and included in 
its recommendations the provision of 
federal funds for hospital care of 
transients. 
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
